THE  UNDERTAKING  OF  A CODE  ENFORCEMENT 
PROJECT  AND  FILING  OF  AN  APPLICATION 

WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
authorized  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a Code  Enforcement  Grant  and 
directed  the  Department  of  Redevelopment  to  enter  into  a contract 
or  contracts  with  the  U.  S.  Government  for  a Code  Enforcement  Grant; 
and 


WHEREAS,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  and  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectu- 
ating that  Title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from  participation 
in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination 
in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
under  Title  I of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  that  an  application  be  filed  with  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne  for  a code  enforcement  grant  under  Section  117  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  of  two-thirds  of  thecost  of 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  a code  enforcement  program,  which 
cost  is  now  estimated  to  be  $2,  052,  359  and  a Federal  Relocation  Grant 
in  the  amount  of  $113,  460,  as  well  as  a Federal  Rehabilitation  Grant 
in  the  amount  of  $450,  000;  in  an  area  or  areas  to  be  designated  and 
which  is  described  as  follows: 

On  the  north  by  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  and 
Main  Street;  on  the  east  by  Anthony  Boulevard;  on  the  south 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad;  and  on  the  west  by  Lafayette 
Street. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  REDEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE: 

1.  That  the  proposed  Code  Enforcement  Area  is  a slum,  blighted, 
deteriorated  or  deteriorating  area  appropriate  for  a code 
enforcement  project,  and  that  the  code  enforcement  contem- 
plated by  Section  117  of  Title  I in  the  proposed  Code  En- 
forcement Area  is  hereby  approved. 

2.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  Secretary  of  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be  and  they  hereby 
are  assured  of  full  compliance  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Department  of  Redevelopment,  with  regulations  of  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating 

Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

3.  That  there  exists  in  the  locality  an  adequate  amount  of 
decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing  which  is  available  to 
persons  displaced  as  a result  of  the  code  enforcement  and 
related  public  improvements  programs,  at  prices  which  are 
within  their  financial  means  and  which  are  not  generally 
less  desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public 

and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body 
that  such  displacees,  if  any,  will  be  relocated  in  accordance 
with  applicable  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development.

The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
met  in  a special  meeting  at  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Redevelopment 
in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  at  7:30  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  7th  day 
of  August,  1968,  the  place,  hour,  and  date  duly  established  for  the 
holding  of  such  meeting. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  on  roll  call,  the  following 
answered  present:

The  President  declared  a quorum  present. 

MAIN  STREET 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  because  of  complications  involved  in 
leasing  land  which  required  obtaining  three  reuse  appraisals,  it  had  been 
found  necessary  to  receive  proposals  for  the  service  of  an  individual  or  a 
firm  to  operate  parking  facilities  for  the  Redevelopment  Commission  on  a 
percentage  basis.  This  would  avoid  the  necessity  of  obtaining  appraisals  on 
each  individual  area  to  be  utilized  as  parking  facilities.  The  attorneys  are 
preparing  the  documents  for  these  purposes. 

HANNA  -CREIGHTON 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  based  upon  newspaper  publicity, 
there  was  some  question  as  to  whether  the  school  board  would  proceed 
with  the  construction  of  the  elementary  school  scheduled  for  construc- 
tion on  Parcel  25  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Renewal  Project.  This  would 
eliminate  $257,  600  non-cash  local  grant-in-aid  credit  for  which  the 
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LPA  would  need  to  find  additional  credit  or  provide  cash  in  lieu  of 
credit.  Also,  the  Park  Board  had  indicated  an  interest  in  acquiring 
the  10  acres  to  be  used  as  a city  park.  It  was  the  decision  of  the 
board  that  no  action  be  taken  until  such  time  as  it  was  definitely 
established  whether  or  not  the  school  board  would  be  in  a position  to 
proceed. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  there  was  considerable  interest  by 
prospective  redevelopers  in  the  commercial  area  along  the  north  border 
of  the  Hanna -Creighton  project.  Disposition  documents  were  being 
reviewed  by  the  attorney  for  the  LPA  prior  to  submission  to  HUD  for 
final  review. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  entrance  level  for  the  position 
of  secretary  with  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  was  established  at  $4,  100  per 
annum,  and  that  the  Redevelopment  Commission  had  comparable  positions 
of  secretary  at  both  the  Central  and  Site  offices.  He  requested  that 
salaries  for  these  positions  be  established  at  $4,  100  per  annum  effective 
August  12,  1968.  The  Redevelopment  Commission  unanimously  approved 
this  request. 

The  Commission  approved  the  hiring  of  Mrs.  Julia  Zickgraf  as  secretary 
for  the  Central  office  effective  August  12,  19  68.

8:30  P.  M.

MAIN  STREET 

Mr.  Phil  Burt,  Attorney,  appeared  before  the  Commission  on  behalf  of 
his  client.  Miss  Lenore  Laurent,  owner  of  parcel  5-6  in  the  Main  Street 
Renewal  Project.  He  informed  the  Commission  that  as  a result  of 
general  knowledge  of  the  intended  project,  the  tenant  had  vacated  the 
structure. in  October,  1963,  and  the  property  had  remained  vacant  since. 

The  only  income  was  derived  from  rental  of  parking  spaces  behind  the 
structure.  Mr.  Burt  referred  to  complaints  stated  in  a letter  of  April  25, 
1968  from  Mr.  Jackson  of  his  firm  and  was  informed  that  these  had  been 
corrected  within  2 days.  He  was  not  aware  of  this.  The  Commission 
informed  Mr.  Burt  that  loss  of  income  was  not  a compensable  loss  under 
Renewal  law.  Mr.  Burt  indicated  he  would  deliver  the  executed  agreement 
to  sell  to  the  Commission  within  the  immediate  future. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  City  had  requested  that  they  be 
allowed  to  start  construction  on  the  City-County  building  and  that  the  title 
to  the  land  be  transferred  within  one  to  two  years.  The  attorney  was 
instructed  to  research  the  loan  and  grant  contract  and  state  law  to  determine 
the  Commission's  responsibiltiy  in  such  an  instance.  The  Commission 
indicated  its  willingness  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  within  its  legal 
authority  to  assist  the  City  to  initiate  construction  of  the  building.

These  improvements  would  consist  of  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  Wallace  Street,  Creighton  Ave.  , Hanna  and  Anthony  Blvds.  , 
Buchanan  Street,  Smith  Street,  Greene  Street  and  the  service  drive  for 
Inter-Church  Housing  Development,  and  would  include  all  utilities. 

The  Executive  Director  presented  a rough  draft  of  a sales  brochure  for  the 
disposition  of  real  estate  within  the  Hanna-Creighton  Urban  Renewal  Project 
together  with  a proposal  from  Wade,  Lauer  and  Katt,  Inc.  to  develop 
the  sales  brochure  and  produce  5000  copies  for  a fee  of  $1500.  00.  The 
Commission  authorized  the  execution  of  the  agreement  for  the  preparation 
of  the  sales  brochure  at  the  figure  of  $1500, 00.

The  Executive  Director  presented  a copy  of  a letter  from  Mr.  Richard  Worley, 
State  Examiner  for  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Accounts,  regarding  a balance 
of  $9,  785.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  Mr.  Don  Mullen  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  was  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne  reviewing 
the  City's  request  to  delay  the  payment  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for  the 
City-County  building.  Indications  are  that  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  will  require  very  detailed  accounting  of  its  efforts  to 
reduce  the  proposed  contract  in  an  effort  to  meet  both  the  construction 
costs  and  land  cost  prior  to  agreeing  to  any  delay  in  payment.  He  also

The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
met  in  a special  meeting  at  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Redevelopment 
in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  at  7:30  o'clock  P.M.,  on  the  30th  day 
of  October,  1968,  the  place,  hour,  and  date  duly  established  for  the 
holding  of  such  meeting. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  on  roll  call,  the  following 
answered  present:

and  the  following  were  absent:

M.  G.  Scott 

The  President  declared  a quorum  present. 
HANNA  -CREIGHTON: 


Mr.  Phil  Burt,  Attorney,  had  requested  permission  to  present  a proposal 
to  the  Commission.  He  informed  the  Commission  that  a group  of  approxi- 
mately 40  Negro  business  men  had  retained  him  to  assist  their  effort  to 
develop  a shopping  area  of  approximately  200,  000  sq„  feet  of  retail  space. 
They  were  interested  in  approximately  12  acres  and  thought  the  ideal 
location  would  be  at  Creighton  and  Anthony  Blvd.  Mr.  Burt  explained 
the  sources  of  financing  which  were  being  explored  and  the  plan  to  retain 
control  by  the  developers  of  authority  to  hire  and  train  employees  of  those 
firms  leasing  space  in  the  development.  The  area  under  consideration 
is  presently  scheduled  for  light  industrial  zoning  and  land  use.  To 
consider  a proposal  such  as  is  being  proposed  would  involve  an  amendment 
to  the  land  use  plan.  The  Executive  Director  was  instructed  to  explore 
the  requirements  for  the  Commission  to  amend  its  land  use  plan.  Mr. 

Burt  indicated  they  would  proceed  with  the  feasibility  study  to  determine 
the  feasibility  of  such  a project. 
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The  Executive  Director  reported  that  there  remained  only  11  parcels  on 
which  the  Commission  had  not  received  executed  agreements  to  purchase. 
Of  these,  several  had  indicated  a willingness  to  sign. 

Disposition  documents  are  nearing  completion  for  the  industrial  parcels 
and  will  be  submitted  to  HUD  for  approval  in  the  near  future. 

Relocation  is  nearing  completion  in  the  industrial  area  with  the 
exception  of  the  Hanna  Corporation.  The  target  date  for  March  1,  1969 
was  established  to  complete  relocation  within  parcel  26. 

Tie  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  the  President  and  read  in 
full: 


RESOLUTION  ACCEPTING  BID  OF  JOHN  DEHNER,  INC.

MENT AND  APPROVAL  OF  BOND 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment, 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  certain  site  improvements  pro- 
posed in  the  Hanna-Creighton  Urban  Renewal  Project  No.  Ind.  R-51, 
duly  advertised  that  bids  thereon  would  be  received  on  September  17th, 

1968,  and 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  determined  that  the  Bid  Proposal  of 
John  Dehner,  Inc.  is  the  lowest  bid  complying  with  the  conditions  of 
the  Invitation  for  Bids, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Bid  of  John 
Dehner,  Inc.  for  the  construction  of  site  improvements.  Phase  I of 
Hanna-Creighton  Urban  Renewal  Project  No.  Ind.  R-51  be  accepted; 

BE  IF  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Agreement  with  John 
Dehner,  Inc.  dated  October  22,  1968,  in  the  form  attached  hereto  and 
by  this  reference  made  a part  hereof,  be  executed  by  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment  and  the  President  and  Secretary 
respectively  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission,  Governing 
Body  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  said  Agreement; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Bond  of  said  John  Dehner, 
Inc.  with  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company,  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, as  surety  thereon,  in  the  amount  of  Eight  Hundred  Seventy  One 
Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Ninety  one  Dollars  and  Twenty- eight  Cents 
($871,  591.  28)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved. 

After  discussion,  Mr.  Rastetter  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution 
as  introduced  and  Dr.  Stuart  seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  carried 
and  the  President  declared  the  resolution  adopted. 

MAIN  STREET 

The  President  stated  that  the  proposal  from  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation 
for  the  purchase  of  property  within  the  Main  Street  Project  would 
expire  on  December  1,  1968,  if  not  accepted  by  the  Commission  prior  to 
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this  date.  He  reported  that  he  would  contact  Mr.  Ed.  Minerth  of  the 
Fine  Arts  Foundation  to  arrange  for  a meeting  between  members  of  the 
Commission  and  officials  of  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation  to  determine  their 
capacity  to  develop  the  land  on  which  they  had  submitted  a proposal. 

After  this  meeting,  the  Commission  would  decide  if  it  would  accept  a 
proposal  in  its'  entirety  or  if  it  would  negotiate  for  disposition  of  a 
smaller  area  more  in  line  with  the  Fine  Arts  Foundations'  ablility  to 
develop. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  agreement  had  been  reached  with 
the  owners  of  the  property  in  Block  2 which  was  still  in  condemnation 
and  that  final  disposition  to  the  City  would  be  completed  just  as  soon  as 
these  court  cases  were  settled.  It  was  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Director  that  the  Commission  adopt  a resolution  authorizing  the 
conveyance  of  a deed  to  the  City  for  that  property  within  Block  2 of  the 
Main  Street  Project. 

The  following  Resolution  was  introduced  by  the  President  and  read  in  full: 
RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  EXECUTION  OF  CONVEYANCE 


WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment, 
on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1966  entered  into  an  Agreement  with  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  of 
Allen,  State  of  Indiana,  by  the  terms  of  which  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment,  agreed  to  convey  certain  real 
estate  located  with  in  the  Urban  Renewal  project  known  as  Main  Street 
Project  No.  Ind.  R-52  in  connection  with  the  co  nstruction  of  a City- 
County  Building,  and 

WHEREAS,  under  the  terms  of  said  Agreement  said  real  estate 
is  to  be  conveyed  upon  the  payment  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  of  the  sum 
of  Three  Dollars  and  Thirteen  Cents  ($3.13)  per  square  foot  for  the 
real  estate  so  conveyed  and  it  has  been  determined  that  there  are  a 
total  of  106,  039  square  feet  in  the  tract  so  to  be  conveyed  for  said 
price  and  that,  therefore,  the  total  consideration  for  such  conveyance 
is  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Thirty-One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and 
Two  Dollars  ($331,  902.00),  and 

WHEREAS,  attached  hereto  and  made  a part  hereof  by  this  refer- 
ence is  a form  of  conveyance  complying  with  the  terms  of  said  Agreement, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission,  Governing  Body 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment,  be  and  they 
hereby  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Deed  in  the  form  attached* 
hereto  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  upon  the  payment 
by  said  City  of  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Thirty-one  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  and  Two  Dollars  ($331,  902.00)  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Department  of  Redevelopment. 

After  discussion.  Dr.  Stuart  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as 
introduced  and  Mr.  Rastetter  seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  carried 
and  the  President  declared  the  Resolution  adopted.

THIS  AGREEMENT  made  this  22nd  day  of  October,  1968,  by  and 
between  JOHN  DEHNER,  INC.,  a corporation  organized  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  hereinafter  called  the  "Contractor",  and 
THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  REDEVELOPMENT  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE, 
INDIANA,  hereinafter  called  the  "Local  Public  Agency",  WITNESSETH: 

That  the  Contractor  and  the  Local  Public  Agency,  for  the  con- 
sideration stated  herein,  mutually  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1 . Statement  of  Work.  The  Contractor  shall  fur- 
nish all  supervision,  technical  personnel,  labor,  materials,  machinery, 
tools,  equipment  and  services,  including  utility  and  transportation  services, 
and  perform  and  complete  all  work  required  for  the  construction  of  the 
improvements  embraced  in  the  project,  namely:  storm  sewers,  sanitary 
sewers,  water  mains,  concrete  streets,  asphalt  resurfacing,  sidewalks 
and  curbs,  and  required  supplemental  work  for  the  Hanna-Creighton  Urban 
Renewal  Project  R-51,  Phase  I,  all  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Contract 
Documents  for  Site  Improvements,  including  all  addenda  thereto,  numbered 
1,  dated  September  17,  1968,  all  as  prepared  by  Philip  L.  Schnelker, 
Consulting  Engineers,  acting  and  in  these  contract  documents  for  Site 
Preparation,  referred  to  as  the  "Engineer". 

ARTICLE  2 . The  Contract  Price.  The  Local  Public  Agency 
will  pay  the  Contractor  for  the  performance  of  the  Contract  in  current 
funds,  for  the  total  quantities  of  work  performed  at  the  unit  prices  stipu- 
lated in  the  Bid  for  the  several  respective  items  of  work  completed 
subject  to  additions  and  deductions  as  provided  in  the  Section  CHANGES 
IN  THE  WORK  under  GENERAL  CONDITIONS,  PART  1. 
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ARTICLE  3.  Contract  Provisions.  The  Contractor  further 


covenants  and  agrees  to  endemnify  and  save  the  Local  Public  Agency 
harmless  against  all  suits  and  actions  of  every  name  and  description 
brought  against  the  Local  Public  Agency  for,  or  on  account  of  any  injuries 
to  real  or  personal  property,  or  injuries  received  or  death  sustained  by 
any  person  or  persons,  caused  by  said  Contractor,  his  servants,  agents, 
or  employees,  subcontractors,  or  their  employees,  in  the  execution  of 
the  work,  or  by  or  in  consequence  of  any  negligence  in  guarding  the  same;

1.  Direction  of  the  citys'  efforts  to  continue  to  maintain  a 
certified  workable  program  with  special  emphasis  upon 
working  with  the  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  and  all 
sub -committees. 

2.  Assistance  to  the  various  departments  of  the  city  in  investi- 
gation of  all  possible  programs  of  Federal  Assistance  and  making 
applications  for  finances  through  same. 

Miss  Schilling  presented  to  the  Commissioners  a copy  of  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Mayor  and  his 
response.  Miss  Schilling  indicated  that  if  she  could  be  of  assistance  to 
the  Redevelopment  Commission  in  carrying  out  any  of  its  assigned 
responsibilities,  she  was  most  anxious  to  help. 
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MAIN  STREET 


The  Executive  Director  presented  a copy  of  a bill  from  Brooks  Con- 
struction Company  in  an  amount  of  $4,  801.20  for  services  in  connection 
with  preparing  sites  within  the  Main  Street  Project  to  be  used  as 
parking  lots.  Upon  approval  by  the  Commission,  the  amount  would 
be  paid  by  Carl  Light  from  proceeds  from  operation  of  the  parking  lots. 
The  Commission  approved  the  invoice  in  the  amounts  read. 

HANNA -CREIGHTON 


The  Executive  Director  reported  that  inasmuch  as  it  appeared  that  there 
would  be  eminent  domain  proceedings  to  acquire  the  Four-Hour 
Laundry  (Parcel  23-15)  within  the  Hanna-Creighton  project  and  all 
appraisals  were  approximately  four  years  old,  in  accordance  with 
discussion  at  the  last  Commission  meeting,  appraisers,  including 
S.  M.  Dix,  the  appraiser  for  irremovables,  had  been  contracted 
to  secure  a figure  for  which  each  would  update  their  appraisal  report. 
The  Director  presented  a letter  from  S.  M.  Dix  in  which  they  proposed 
to  update  the  irremovable  appraisal  on  said  parcel  for  the  amount  of 
$1680.00.  This  would  include  the  following: 

1.  Provide  for  the  updating  of  the  existing  irremovable 
fixture  appraisal. 

2.  Provide  for  the  appraisal  of  all  movable  fixtures  showing 
for  each  item  the  current  replacement  cost,  total  depreciation, 
the  current  value  in  place  and  the  alternate  relocation  cost. 

After  discussion,  the  motion  was  made  that  S.M.  Dix  be  authorized  to 
proceed  with  the  updating  of  the  appraisal.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  upon  roll  call,  the  Commission  approved  the  motion. 

After  adoption  of  a Resolution  authorizing  disposition  to  Inter-Church 
Housing  Corporation  by  the  Commission  at  its  last  meeting,  certain 
documents  in  connection  with  the  proceedings  had  to  be  amended, 
and  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission's  legal  counsel, 

Mr.  Otto  Grant,  that  the  Commission  readopt  the  Resolution  with 
the  amended  documents.  The  Chairman  presented  the  following 
Resolution:

The  Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Commission  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
met  in  a special  meeting  at  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Redevelopment 
in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  at  7:30  o'clock  P.  M.  on  the  15th 
day  of  January,  1969,  the  place,  hour  and  date  duly  established  for  the 
holding  of  such  meeting. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  on  roll  call,  the  following 
answered  present:

The  President  declared  a quorum  present. 

HANNA -CREIGHTON: 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  21  parcels  of  real  estate  located  in  the 
Industrial  area  along  the  northeast  boundary  of  the  Hanna-Creighton 
Project  are  to  be  advertised  on  the  16th  day  of  January  for  the  receipt  of 
bids  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  1969. 

The  Commission  is  now  in  the  process  of  distributing  the  5000  brochures 
prepared  to  assist  in  the  sale  of  this  land  and  making  additional  contacts 
with  those  from  whom  we  have  received  an  inquiry.  Indications  are  that 
there  will  be  much  interest  in  the  purchase  of  this  land. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  as  previously  announced,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  update  at  least  two  of  the  real  estate  appraisals  on  parcels 
23-15,  (Four-Hour  Laundry).  Since  some  improvements  have  been  made 
to  parcel  23-13,  Growth  Industries  since  the  original  appraisal,  it  would  be 
desirable  to,  at  the  same  time,  secure  updated  appraisals  on  this  parcel. 

He  presented  proposals  from  Ralph  Wenger  and  Associates  in  the  amount 
of  $1,  075  and  Ron  Gettle,  $950.  00  for  the  updating  of  the  appraisals  on  the 
subject  properties.  Mr.  Borgmann  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  proposal 
by  the  two  appraisers  for  the  updating  of  their  report  on  Parcel  23-13  and 
23-15.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Rastetter.  On  roll  call,  the 
motion  carried.

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The  Executive  Director  reported  that  under  date  of  August  23,  1967,  the 
Commission  had  entered  into  a contract  for  certain  engineering  services 
in  connection  with  the  Hanna-Creighton  Project  with  Robert  P.  Warner 
& Associates,  and  that  said  contract  provided  for  a maximum  payment  of 
$4500.  00  for  the  work  then  anticipated.  Since  the  execution  of  the  origingal 
contract,  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  file  separate  plats  for  that  area 
being  conveyed  to  the  Inter-Church  Housing  Corporation  and  the  balance 
of  the  project  and  to  make  certain  other  changes  in  the  work  to  be  performed 
by  the  contractor,  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  increase  the  maximum 
allowable  compensation  to  the  amount  of  $9,  100.  00.  The  Executive  Director 
emphasized  that  the  method  of  computing  the  fee  earned  by  the  Contractor 
remained  the  same.  In  the  event  the  required  services  did  not  amount  to  the 
figure  of  $9,  100.  00,  no  payment  in  excess  of  the  amount  earned  would 
be  made. 

Dr.  Stuart  moved  the  authorization  to  amend  the  maximum  allowable 
compensation  to  the  amount  of  $9,  100.  00.  Mr.  Borgmann  seconded  the 
motion.  On  roll  call,  the  motion  carried. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  in  response  to  an  advertisement  for 
bids  on  January  14,  1969,  four  proposals  were  submitted  for  preliminary 
loan  notes  of  the  Commission,  in  the  amount  of  $2,  534,  000.  00.  The  lowest 
of  these  proposals  was  for  an  interest  rate  of  3.  80%  and  a premium  of 
$25.  00  submitted  by  Fort  Wayne  National  Bank.  Other  groups  bidding 
included  Continental  Illinois  National  Bank  & Trust  Company  of  Chicago 
and  First  Boston  Corporation  at  an  interest  rate  of  4.  24%;  Bank  of  America, 
First  National  City  Bank,  Morgan  Guaranty  Trust  Company  and  Solomon 
Brothers  at  an  interest  rate  of  4.  58%;  and  Chase  Manhatten  Bank  and  Lehman 
Brothers  at  an  interest  rate  of  4.  80%. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  call  a special 
meeting  of  the  Commission  within  the  next  few  days  to  act  upon  these  bids. 

In  addition  to  the  borrowing  of  $2,  534,  000,  the  Federal  Government  had 
agreed  to  make  a Capital  Grant  Payment  in  the  amount  of  $434,  540  and  a 
Relocation  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $18,  368.  00  to  help  retire  the  outstanding 
obligation  of  $2,  225,  000  issued  last  August.

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  deed  to  the  City  for  the  site  of 
the  City-County  building  had  been  signed  and  was  ready  for  delivery  and  that 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  would  present  to  the  Redevelopment  Commission 
a check  in  the  amount  of  $331,  902.  00  on  January  16th.  The  site  that  consists 
of  the  area  to  be  occupied  by  the  Municipal  parking  garage  will  be  transferred 
at  some  latter  date.
